However, it has been our experience that the Soviets thoroughly 
test from laboratory scale to pilot plant 00 eoanercial production mos t 
innovations reported in the Western technical press. Two to three years 
is not an excessively long time for undertaking such research and develop- 
ment, based on American experience.
